Assuming ona * fides and ex- 
cluding, therefore, the case of the 
director seeking acceas,for his own 
private purposes or for purposes 
‘hostile to the company, a director 
qua managing partner should be al- 
lowed to know about the business he 
is helping to direct. Under the 
new law the argument could be 
stated more strongly, for now the 


director who fails to take all rea-| . 


sonable steps to secure that proper 
books of account are kept is liable 
to heavy penalties, 

. A Leading Case. | 

The question whether a director 
has right of access against, the will 
of his co-directors was considered 
in Burn ¥, London and South Wales 
Coal Company. The plaintiff de- 
sired to inspett and take copies of 
ducuments in the custody of tho 
company’s solicitor. It was argued 
that a director, in order to perform 
‘properly -his duties, has from .the 
nature of the case a right to see all 
the documents under the control of 
the company. 

“Mr. Justice North" confirmed this 
view, | Quoting from the report 
“On the question ‘vhether a director 
has a right-to eee and tnke copies of 
documents belonging 
pany, he held that he had such 
tight; and that he had such right 
net at meetings only. His Lord- 
ship pointed out the inconvenience 
that would arise, if it were other- 
wise, from the delay and obstruction 
at meetings, and that the very’ ob- 
ject of a director’s having access to 
such documents was that he might 
be prepared to act’at meetings.” 

His Lordghip further pointed out 
that it was necessary to have con- 
fidence fn a director that he would 


use his knowledge for the benefit. 


of the company. And if a company 
has no confidence in their directors, 
their course.was to remove them. 
Under the old law, and more _Parti- 
cularly under the new Act, it would 
seem that the individual director, 
acting bona fide and in the reason- 
able performance of his duties, ‘has 
a right of access, subject, of course, 
to any limitation "contained in the 
articles of association. 

A’correspondent of the Solicitor's 
Journal raises a familiar query. 
Executors wished to transfer shares 
in a cotton mill (public) company 
to the widow ad part of the residud. 
The shares are not fully paid, and 
a call is expected.. The company 
has refused to register, and quotes 
the ‘common-form article—namely, 
the directors may, without. assign- 
ing any reason, refuse to'register 9 
transfer, if in the opinion of the 
directors it [3 contrary to the com- 
pany’s interests, The executors 
complain ‘that they ennnot wind cup 
the estate. . 


The Solititor’s Journal replic3
